“It is perfectly true that the execu- 
tive council of the iron workers’ un- 
ion voted a monthly fund of $1,000 to 
be paid to John J. McNamara.

B. McNamara and Ortie McManigal, 
and that it was used by them in their 
dynaniiting operations.” 

That was the statement of Detec.- 
tive William J. Burns, who arrived at 
Cleveland from Akron, Ohio. 

That he was going after “the men 
higher up,” and a criticism of Presi- 
dent Samuel Gompers, of the Amert- 
can Federation of Labor, were other 
points emphasized by Mr. Burns. 

The detective spent the day in Ak- 
ron, where he investigated the Ber. 
ger Iron Works explosion of July, 
1910. 

“We are going after the men back 
of the McNamaras,” said Mr. Burns, 
“and the investigation will be pushed 
energetically till we bring to justice 
the men who are really responsible 
for the dynamiting outrages over the 
country. 

“T have lately come from Indianap- 
olis, where I conferred with United 
States District Attorney Miller. 
Enough evidence will be brought be 
fore the grand jury at its meeting 
there December 14 to cause a number 
of indictments.”
